The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior Art 
does not disclose a toy having an extension and contraction assembly, including at least 
three components, connected with connecting mechanisms; the first mechanism that 
connects the first component and second component being slidable; at least one 
additional mechanism being rotary; the second component being receivable within the 
first component; all or most of the third to n-th components may be received within the 
first component when the second component is also within the first component..
